ARE STILL WORKING OUT PROGRAM FOR SENATOR STEVENS AND GUARAN-

MFA IS WORKING TO ARRANGE VISIT TO NAKHODKA. WHICH IT BELIEVES 
WOULD BE OF INTEREST EQUAL TO THAT OF VLADIVOSTOCK. HOWEVER, 
INTOURIST HAS NO FACILITIES THERE OTHER THAN FOR TRANSIT 
PASSENGERS. IF SUITABLE HOTEL ARRANGEMENTS CAN BE WORKED OUT, 
NAKHODKA WILL BE INCLUDED IN PROGRAM. 

3. TIP TO LENINGRAD IS ALSO BEING CONSIDERED. SOVIETS 
BELIEVE THAT IMPORTANT FACILITIES THERE WOULD ALSO BE OF 
INTEREST TO SENATOR STEVENS.
